So that ſometimes the moſt ern Undertakings 
ſucceed well, when the moſt probable and beſt-laid 
Deſigns are defeated and broken. And how is this 
brought about, but by the Finger of God ? Who as 
he hath ade, ſo he alſo goverzs the World, and 
gives Succeſs and Victory to whom he pleaſes ; to 
whom we may fay, as King 4ſ/a in his Prayer, 
2 Chron.

Thus God by an unaccountable 'Purn of Provi- 
dence, dait:cs the Zelign of Hamay, and his Plot 
proves abortive ; and by another Turn as ſtrange 
as the former, Haman 1s torc'd to leave his Court- 
Preferments, to be lifted up upon a Gallows of 
his own erecting : tor in the 97 of Eh. 1. we read, 
that in the twelfth Month, (that is, the Month Adar) 
en the thirteenth Day of the' ſame, when the King's 
Commanamert and his Decree drew wear to be dat in 
Execution, izz the Day that the Enemies of the Jews 
hopd to have power over them, (tho? it was turned to 
the contrary, that the Jews had Rule over them thas 
hated tem) — No Man could withſtand them, for the 
Fear of the fell 1pon all People. . 

Thus are the Wicked ſometimes taken in the De- 
vices they imagine, in the INet which they hid is 
their own Foot taken. "Their Miſchiefs return upon 
their own Heads, and their. violent Dealing comes 
down upon their own Pate.

And the Pſaimiſt, to ſhow the Speciality of Di- 
vine Providence, in his Deliverance from the bloody 
Deſigns of Saul, repreſents God riding towards him, 


upon a Cherub, and flying upon the Wings of the 


Wind ; to denote how {ſwiftly and ſeaſonably he 
came for his Succourand Help. And thus God hath 
done for our King and us ; when ſome like Shee 

were appointed to Slaughter, and others deſturd to 
Slavery, then ſuddenly he interpoſes by a ſpecial 
Providence, and prevents the defign'd Miſchief : 
he prevented us by the Bleflings of his Goodneſs ; 
and when he turn'd back our Captivity, we were 
like thoſe that dream, (as the Pfalmiſt ſpeaks ;) for 
our Deliverance was ſo ſ{urprizing and ſudden, that 
we were like Men awak'd out of a Sleep, forc'd to 
pauſe a while, being inſtantly tranſported with j- 
lent Wonder ! Our Enemies were like eh, driving 


on furiouſly, but ſuddenly their Chariot Wheels 


drop oft, and they are ſtop'd : ſo that we may fay 
with the Prophet, 1/a. 64. 3. Thou didſt terrible 
things which we look'd not for, thou cameſt down, and 


the Mountains flowed down at thy Preſence. 


O the unlooked for, unexpeed Diſcoveries that

Providence 
of God that 15 eminently ſerviceable to his People. 

As {urely all will confeſs that our preſent Deli- 
verance 15 likely to be, but the Bigots of the Roman 
Fation, and thoſe who are ſcarce a remove from 
them, I mean ſuch as can abfolve Men dying under 
the Guilt of the blackeſt Crimes, without any To- 
kens of Remorſe. 


How dreadful had been the Condition of all the 


Proteſtants in Ewrope, 1t te that had fo ſucceſsfully 


vindicated and ſecur*d their Rights, ſhould have 


been barbarouſly Afafinated ? But how much 
worſe had it been with us, (even ſuch of us as might 
have ſurviv'd the Fatal Blow) who muſt have ex-

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chang?'d our Liberties and Laws, for the Uſurping 
Tyranny and Slavery of Fraxce ; and inftead of 
ſinging this Day, the Tears of our Widows 
and fatherleſs Children, might have been mixed 
with the Aſhes of our City, and our Streets 
floated with a Stream of Humane Blood ? 


5. Then we ought to aſcribe the Delive- 
rance, &c. to a ſpecial Providence of God, when 
it is a Dire&t Anſwer of our Prayers, as this Sal- 
vation and Deliverance muſt be acknowledged 
to be. 

How often have we 1n this place pray*d that 
God would defend his Majeſty's Perſon againſt 
{ecret Plots and open Violence, and that the An- 
gels of God's Preſence might encamp round about 
him? To which we have had ſo vifible a Return 
in his Majeſty's Preſervation, and in the Diſcove- 
ry of this Execrable Plot againſt his Life and Go- 
vernment, that without incurring the Suſpicion of 
Enthuſiaſm, we may conclude our Prayers are 
anſ{werd, and have great Reaſon to cry out with 
David, Now we know that the Lord ſaveth his A- 
nointed, and will hear him from his holy Heaven, with 
the ſaving Strength of his Right hand. 

Trae let us chearfully own that God hath 
anſwer'd our Prayers, and never ceaſe to offer 
them to him for the good Condu@ of his Majeſty's 
Counſels, the farther Succeſs of his ViEtorious Arms, 
and the Preſervation and Proſperity of his Royal 
Perſon ; that his Reign may be proſperous, and 
his Days many ; and that when he has finiſhed 
Time, he may leave his Government upon Earth, 
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to reign with Chriſt in Heaven. 
Joy in thy Strength, O Lord, and in thy Salvation 
let him greatly rejoice : for thou haſt given him his 
Hears Deſire, and hath not withholden the Requeſt 
of his Lips. 


I now proceed 1n the ſecond Place to offer ſome 
Reaſons why God Almighty by a ſpecial Provi- 
dence do's ſometimes deliver a good King and his 
People from the Plots of evil Men. 

And x. He does ſo, that he may the more 
remarkably advance his own Glory, that all 
the Inhabitants of the World may ſee what his 
Hand hath wrought. The Glory of God is the 
Supream End of all his Diſpenſations, but emi- 
nently ſo in thoſe {ignal Deliverances, which can 
be aſcrib'd to no other Cauſe but a ſpecial Provi- 
dence of Heaven. : 

For 1t nothing elſe can claim a Share in our De- 
Iiverance, *tis a horrid Alienation of the Divine 


Right, to withhold any part of the Glory from 


God. 
His Deſign 1s to appropriate the entire Glo- 


'ry of ſpecial Providences to himſelf: and one 


great Reaſon of ſuch eminent providential Appea- 
rances, 1s to render his Divine Attributes the more 
Illuſtrious in the World. For as one Star differs 


from another in Glory, ſo a diſtinguiſhing Salva-- 


tion by a ſpecial Providence difters from a com- 
mon Protection, in that the former renders the Per- 
tections of the Deity bright and flaming, while the 
latter doth but obſcurely diſcover them.

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The one makes them conſpicuous to every Eye, 
when the other ſeldom makes them fall under com- 
1M0n Notice. 
Now God by his ſpecial Acts of Providence de- 
8gns to augment the "Tribute of his Praiſe, - and to 
advance his Honour ſo high that all may fee it. 
Jehovah is jealous of his Honour, and cannot 
bear any Competitors; he will not give his Glory 
to another, nor his Praiſe to Graven Images. 
For as his Wiſdom, Goodneſs, Faithfulneſs and 
Power are eminently. ſeen in National Delj- 
verances by ſpecial Acts of Divine Providence, ſo 
in Return to them he expects a large Revenue of 
Praule. 
2. God delivers Good Kings and their People by 
{uch ſpecial Acts of his Providence, that they may 
be the more deeply attected therewith, and the 
better reliſh the Deliverance wrought for them. 
What God has done in this late Deliverance, is to 
awaken all the Powers of the Rational Part of 
Man, and: to engage them intenſely in the Work 
of Praile. 
Had God Almighty ſtifled this Plot at firſt, 
and prevented its being drawn out to ſo pro- 
digious a Length, and fo near to Execution as it 
was, we ſhould not have been fo affected with 
Pſal.
